PLACED IN JAIL ON 
INTOXICATION CHARGE

half-d rowned

small creek west of Glenwood , 
George Mack ey , 26, a tax i d riv er 
of Connersv ille, was brou ght to 
the Ru sh cou nty jail abou t 7 
o’clock Su nd ay night by Sheriff 
Ray Lompton, Mack ey was said 
to nav e been completely intox i 
cated and to also hav e been su f­ 
fering from his immersion. 
A motorist d riv ing along State 
Road 44 was attracted by moans 
coming from a stream u nd er a 
cu lv ert, and u pon stopping, the 
man saw Mack ey stand ing in 
water which almost reached his 
armpits. Other motorists stopped 
and assisted the Connersv ille 
man ou t of the water, also call­ 
ing thev Ru sh cou nty sheriff. 
Mack ey was brou ght to jail 
here and seemed to be in a seri­ 
ou s cond ition as a resu lt of the 
plu nge into the water. Dr. E. I. 
Wood en was su mmoned and su c­ 
ceed ed in restoring the man to 
consciou sness.

right Mond ay 
morning bu t he said he was u n­ 
able to tell how he happened to 
be in the water. 
The tax i d riv er told Compton 
that he and two other men from 
Connersv ille were ou t rid ing and 
had been d rink ing, and that was 
the last thing he remembered 
u ntil some time after he was 
placed in jail. Mack ey had a 
bu mp on his head which may 
hav e occu rred when he fell or 
ju mped into the water, and offi­ 
cers are also inv estigating the 
theory that he was pu shed from 
the small brid ge by his compan­ 
ions.

SMALL TOWN DISTINCTION 
There are a good man y differen t ways of win ­ 
n in g distin ction in this world; an d on e way, 
which seems a little quain t, a little pathetic an d 
more than a little admirable, is described in a 
lacon ic n ewspaper dispatch which appeared the 
other day tellin g how an 84-year-old woman in 
a little Michigan town has completed her 60th 
year of service as organ ist in the village church. 
As distin ction s go, that record is mild en ough. 
It earn ed the lady a scan t half dozen lin es in 
the n ewspapers, an d the most diligen t local cor­ 
respon den t could hardly have devoted more than 
half a column to it. 
Yet there is somethin g about it that makes you 
stop an d thin k. 
It pain ts a picture, to begin with; a picture 
in stan tly recogn izable by an yon e who has lived 
in a small town . 
Who hasn ’t seen these devoted, hard-workin g 
little old ladies of the village church — women 
whose en tire orbit span s hardly more than a 
dozen miles of space, whose in terests cen ter 
about the home an d the church? Their lives 
are busy but un even tful. They fin d their on ly 
freedom in service. 
W hat in n umerable little 
village affairs, from church socials to school pic­ 
n ics, have they n ot, by devotion an d hard work, 
made succeed? 
Of course, it isn ’t often that we tip our hats 
to them. Through some illogical twist of values, 
we have discovered somethin g in heren tly comic 
in the rural scen e. An y glib vaudevillian or 
n umb-brain ed movie director can always fin d a 
laugh in the fact that some people live in a 
farmin g commun ity. The ladies of the rural 
church are presen ted as fain tly outlan dish an d 
bizarre. 
But we kn ow better, if we have lived there; 
an d this little lady who has played the organ 
(doubtless a somewhat wheezy on e) for six dec- 


\ ades will seem a rather impressive figure. To 
stick to on e job, an y job, for 6 0 years in a row 
is to do vastly better than most of us can ever 
do; an d in the un written history of such a wom­ 
an there is a profoun d an d in spirin g tale of fi­ 
delity an d un selfishn ess that we could study 
with a great deal of profit. 


DIFFERENT WITH HUMANS 
“You can n ot teach an old dog n ew tricks,” 
run s an adage that has come down from an ­ 
tiquity. Nobody n ow kn ows who first expressed 
the sen timen t, but Myron W. Stern s has n o sym­ 
pathy with it. 
Mr. Stearn s, a former member of the Un i­ 
versity of Californ ia faculty, is a leader in the 
modern adult education movemen t, an d declares 
th at it is silly an d dan gerous to apply the old 
sayin g to the man or woman past forty who has 
been deprived of opportun ities of learn in g in 
earlier years. 
In fact, he asserts that the myth that a mid­ 
dle-aged person can n ot acquire n ew kn owledge 
or learn the routin e of a n ew job is respon sible 
for much un employmen t an d human hardship. 
There is n o physical difficulty in learn in g aft­ 
er forty, an d the same brain is n ot on ly in good 
workin g order, but should be even stron ger an d 
better able to assimilate n ew in formation than 
the immature youthful brain . 
Mr. Stearn s say that people past fifty learn 
as readily as youn g people in high sphool.

Statistics of climate are merely digests or summaries of past 
weather, but they in dicate, in a gen eral way, the weather of the 
future. 
There is a common impression to the effect th at con servative 
meteorologists do n ot en gage in lon g-ran ge weather forecastin g, 
except perhaps, in an experimen tal an d academic way, without 
referen ce to an y direct application of their forecasts to human 
affairs. This idea is hardly con sisten t with the fact th at n early 
every big meteoroligical estab- to prevailed on the assumption 
lishmen t in the world compiles th at substan tially the same con - 
an d issues climatic 
statistics, 
which are used as a mean s of 
an ticipatin g the weather of the 
distan t future an d are in ten ded 
chiefly for th at purpose. 
For example, the Departmen t 
of Agriculture published a few 


dition s will con tin ue an d so on . 
It is chiefly because of such 
practical 
con sideration s 
that 
meteorologists m ain tain weather 
observation s on a vast scale 
throughout the world an d pub­ 
lish records or digests of all these 
observation s. 
There are man y 
places in Europe an d a few in 
our own coun try where weather 
records have been kept con tin ­ 
uously for more than a cen tury. 
Some of these records are of 
years ago a section of the beau­ 
tiful Atlas of American Agri­ 
culture, some elaborate charts 
showin g the average dates of the 
last “killin g” frost in sprin g an d 
the first in autum n in all parts 
of the Un ited States.
